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Southern Unionists and Settlement. 


The attitude of southern Unionists to 
the Government's Home Rule proposals 
seems to be misunderstood even in friendly 
quarters. We wish, therefore, to make it 
perfectly clear to friend and enemy alike. 
The Unionists of the three southern pro- 
vinces recognise that the Home Rule Act 
is on the Statute Book. They recognise 
that the Imperial Parliament has decided 
in favour of the Nationalist demand, and 
that Unionist Ulster has agreed to accept 
it on condition that she remains mistress 
of her own destinies. In these circum- 
stances southern Unionists realise that 
they must accept the inevitable—when it 
becomes inevitable. Their attitude, how- 
ever, is not one of mere negation. They 
are patriotic Irishmen. They intend to 
live in their country unless and until

If we are to have selí-government, Ire- 
land must be a self-governing unit. That 
instinct is implanted deeply in the heart 
of every thoughtful Irishman, Unionist or 
Nationalist. In the first place, the 
country is too small to be divided between 
two systems of government. In the next 
place, the political, social, and economic 
qualities of North and South complement 
one another; one without the other must 
be miserably incomplete. For southern 
Unionists this is, in the first place, a 
question of patriotism and sentiment ; the 
idea of the dismemberment of Ireland is 
hateful to them. In the next place, it is 
a question of political judgment and—let 
us speak quite frankly—of self-preserva- 
tion. Under a scheme of self-government 
which excluded Ulster southern Unionists 
would be in a helpless minority. No 
safeguards, however numerous or in- 
genious, could correct the disabilities 
which such a minority would be bound to 
suffer. The best and most progressive 

ements in the Nationalist majority would 
seffer hardly less severely. A Home Rule 
Government which excluded Ulster would 
be dominated by the agricultural interest. 
No Irish Parliament will do justice to the 
whole, or to any part, of Ireland which 
does not include the industrial brains and 
commercial energy of the northern pro- 
vince. If an Irish Parliament is to 
escape disaster, the extreme conservatism 
of the South must be balanced by the 
progressive spirit of the North. In a word, 
the permanent partition of Ireland is in- 
conceivable, and, if it were conceivable, 
it would open a _ prospect hardly. less 
terrible than the subjection of our whole 
country to the Prussian armies. If settle 
ment is delayed till the end of the war, 
howe pressure of an Imperial Conference 
may force the six Ulster counties into an 
agreement with the rest of Ireland. Mr. 
Lloyd George’s scheme has armed the 
excluded counties with such strong guaran- 
tees against inclusion that partition may 
be enabled to play havoc with the country’s 
progress for a hundred years. Southern 
Unionists refuse to be accessories before 
the fact to this scheme of national suicide. 
They refuse to recognise a dubious plea of 
Imperial necessity as an excuse for an 
Imperial crime. | 

Apart from this fatal aspect of .the 
scheme, southern Unionists reject it—so 
far as it has been unfolded to them—be- 
cause it is bad for all the people of the 
three southern provinces, and especially 
bad for themselves. One might suppose 
that the scheme had been contrived deli- 
berately to hurt and hamper the prospects 
of permanent settlement. It is provi- 
sional only in the sense that its direct 
operation would be limited by the duration 
of the war. Its indirect influence would 
endure malignantly into the lifetime of 
many Irish Parliaments. Under Mr. 
Lloyd George’s scheme the existing Na- 
tionalist members of Parliament are to 
form the Irish House of Commons. Thus 
the possibility of the introduction of new 
and better blood, for which good Nation- 
alists have always hoped as the first result 
of Home Rule, is, carefully eliminated. It 
is. the present Nationalist Party which, 
under Mr. Lloyd George s scheme, would 
stamp a character on the first Irish Par- 
liament, infect the first Irish Govern- 
ment with all the faults and weaknesses 
of existing Lrish politics, and reconstitute 
the whole personne of Irish administration 
on the familiar principle of the spoils to 
the victors. A nominated representation 
of thirty members would not give the 
slightest protection to southern. Unionists 
in these circumstances. The majority of 
their Nationalist fellow-countrymen may 
wish them well, but they would have fair 
play, and Ireland as a whole would have 
fair play, only in an Irish Parliament in 
which all national interests were fairly 
represented. In their resolute opposition 
to these proposals the southern Unionists 
are the champions of the highest national 
interests. ~ They are playing no selfish 
game. They wish to save their country 
from an experiment which would be 
equally disastrous for majorities and for 
minorities. We do not believe that these 
proposals will ever become law. We are 
confident that Mr. Lloyd George has not 
yet given a moment’s thought to details, 
and that, when he begins to work out his 
scheme of partition on paper, both he and 
the House of Commons will discover that 
the thing cannot be done. The proposals 
have achieved nothing beyond the en- 
couragement of disloyalty and the revival of 
political passions. Certainly they are not 
worth the crisis which is now threatened 
in the Cabimet. We urge the Government 
to drop this unfortunate scheme, to govern 
Ireland firmly and fairly until peace is 
restored, and then to invite all Irish parties 
to vindicate Irish statesmanship and good- 
will under the auspices of an Imperial 
Conference. 


Prussian Finance. 


The remarkable debate, reported through 
Amsterdam yesterday, on the compromise 
proposals for increased taxation in 
Prussia shows that the opposition of the 
Social Democratic Party to the German 
Government's financial policy is becoming 
more outspoken and formidable. ll the 
taxation proposals lately under considera- 
tion by the Reichstag, and now under con-

The Social Democrats are now 
discovering that the plea—that direct 
taxation must be reserved to the Federal 
States—which did something to disarm 
their opposition in the Reichstag was 
merely a piece of political chicanery, since 
the Federal States have no intention of 
making a drastic use of their powers. It

Freights. 


The farthing reduction in the price 
of bread, of which Dublin householders 
heard with pleasure yesterday, was 
connected very largely with the fall in 
freight rates. In the past month the 
fall has been so pronounced as to be 
termed a slump. Such a movement is 
somewhat remarkable in view of the con- 
tinued loss of ships through destruction 
by German submarine commerce-raiders. 
It is true that the enemy’s submarines are 
not accomplishing all that Germany 
expected, but one of these destructive 
vessels manages to get across a trade route 
now and then, and to make a haul of 
victims before it is hunted down. The 
drain on the world’s resources of shipping 
thus made is small, but it has to be taken 
into account as a factor which might have 
affected the freight market. Either the 
market regards the German efforts con- 
temptuously, or factors which sway the 
market in the opposite direction are ex- 
ceptionally important. June, July, and 
August are always the dullest months in 
the shipping markets, but the present 
slamp is much more than a seasonal 
slackness. It is always difficult to gauge 
exactly the influences which operate on 
markets where the business is highly 
technical, and various explanations have 
been offered as to the main causes of the 
slump in freighte. A great deal of im- 
portance is given, however, by all the ex- 
perts to the results of official contro] of 
shipping and the closer co-operation be- 
tween the Allied Governments in exercising 
it. The most noteworthy fall of rates has 
occurred in the North Atlantic grain ship- 
ping. The rate from America to United 
Kingdom ports has fallen by considerably 
more than half—to be precise, from 12s. 
6d. to nominally 5s. 6d per quarter.

r. Briggs is, friend, havi 
adjudicated on violin playing at the Feis 
for some years past, and it was 4 pleasure 
hear him again. The recital opened with Bee- 
thoven’s Sonata No. 5, F major, which was well 
played. Probably the most striking movement 
was the brief scherzo, with its curious echo-like 
impression, which cannot be easy to secure. 
The artists were heard together again at the 
end of the p e, in Sonata Op. 78, G 
major, by Brahms As regards individual work, 
Mr. Bri was undotub heard at his best 
in the Sicilienne and memory A by Francceeur, in 
which he displayed something of his own per- 
sonality, making the compositions effective by the 
freedom he allowed himself. His playing of 
Kreisler's “ Liebesfreud” was very watmly re- 
ceived, and téemed to appeal more to the gene- 
ral taste, probably owing to its familiarity. Mr. 
Isaacs showed himself an accomplished pianist, 
and his playing was marked by a keen sense of 
the artistic. It is not so m of a delicate as 
& firm and decided character. Unfortunately he 
has a provoking habit of taking ‘a preliminary 
canter of his own before starting upon any solo 
composition. His execution is extremely dex- 
terous, and his scale and arpeggio playing strik- 
ing in its regularity, rapidity, and crispness. A 
transcription of Bach’s organ prelide and fugue 
in D major revealed the decisive stamp of Mr 
Isaacs’ playing; but more enjoyable still was a 
group of three pieces: a polonaise by MacDowell 
and “Réverie (Moonlight)” and double-note 
study composed by Mr. himself. All were 
nicely played, and the second two compusitions 
were renderéd agreeable to the ear by their 
artistic inspiration and the manner in which 
they were expounded. Miss May Cosgrave ac- 
companied the violin solos.

WAR PRISONERS IN GERMANY. 

In December, 1914, Irish prisoners of war 
in Germany, who had previously been pic 
tributed in various camps, were collécted in a 
large camp at Limbarg, and it became évi- 
dent from what followed that this was done 
with a pn result of consideration 
and calculation on the part of the German 
Government.

Cronin described how Casement, dressed 
as a civilian, walked freely abont the camp, 
distributing papers called the Gaelic Amat 
can and the Continental Times. On his first 
visit he spoke to seventy or eighty of the 
risoners, saying to them: “ Why do you stay 
so" in hunger and misery, when you i“ 
be efjoyin ves by joining the I 
Brigade which I am about to form!” Case 
ment also said that if the Germans won & sea 
battle the Irish Brigade was going to land in 
Ireland to free Ireland from land.
